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School district wins 


case In appeal court 


The Supreme Court of 
Alberta’s appellate division 
has set aside a decision by 
Mr, Justice W. J, C, Kirby 
which had ordered the St, 
Albert Protestant Separate 
School District to pay 

12,176 in fees to Edmonton 
architect Blake F. Pratt, 

It ordered Mr, Pratt to 
repay a $2,400 advance he 
had received from the school 
district, 

The appeal court also set 
aside a judgement for $3,000 


damages Mr, Justice Kirby 
had awarded theschool 
board on its counter claim 
that Mr, Pratt was negligent. 

Mr, Pratt, who had de- 
Signed an addition to Leo 
Nickerson Elementary’ 
School, had claimed before 
Mr, Justice Kirby that the 
school board had owed him 
$14,981, 

The board had not used 
Mr, Pratt’s design because 
when tenders were opened, 
the lowest was of $268,896 


Noon supervision 
at schools settled 


St. Albert Protestant Sep- 
«arate School Board trustees 
believe they have beaten the 
problem of noon-hour 
gipervision of students. 

They plan to hire school 
aides, 

“The school aides would 
handle noon-hour supervis- 
ion of students and handle 
other duties as would be 
designated by the princi- 
pal,” board Chairman 
Charles Schroder said 
Tuesday night, 

“They could do clerical 
work or help in the library, 
There is nothing laid down 
as yet. We will know more 
of what their duties will be 
by the end of this term,’’ 

Mr, Schroder said the hir- 
ing of school aides would 


come as an addendum to the 
salary agreement signed in 
December, The subject of 
noon=hour supervision has 
been a contentious issue in 
negotiations across the pro= 
vince, 

Mr, Schroder said the 
school aides would work four 
hours a day in Paul Kane 
High School, Leo Nickerson 
Elementary School and Sir 
George Simpson Junior High 
and Elementary Schools, Six 
hours a day would be ree 
quired at Sir Alexander 
MacKenzie School. 

The board is expected to 
give final approval to the 
hiring of the school aides 
at its next meeting. It al- 
ready has several applica- 
tions on hand, 


Superintendent 
Chalmers resigns 


Dr, J, W. Chalmers has 
resigned as superintendent 
of the St, Albert Protestant 
Separate School District, 


,. DR, J.W, CHALMERS 


effective the end of June, 

Dr, Chalmers said he has 
no firm plans but expects 
to remain in the education 
field, 

Before joining the separ- 
ate system in 1967, he was 
with the Indian Affairs De- 
partment of the federal 
government for three years, 
holding the position of re- 
gional director of vocational 
education when he left. 

The school board has also 
received resignations from 
a husband and wife teaching 
team, 

Joseph Garber and his 
wife, Thelma, have submit- 
ted resignations which will 
become effective at the end 
of June, 

It is expected the system 
will have about 40 teaching 
vacancies at the close of 
the present school term, 


20.9 per cent above the cost

Mr, Justice Kirby, award- 
ing Mr, Pratt 80 per cent of 
six per cent of the lowest 
tender, said at the civil 
hearing in October that when 
an architect is out more than 
five per cent, his client can 
require him to revise his 
drawings or negotiate with 
the contractor to cut back 
the cost, 


The onus, however, he 
stressed, was on the client 
to bring this about, He said 
the St, Albert Separate 
School District had not seen 
fit to exercise this right, 

Mr, Justice Kirby, hand- 
ling the claims separately, 
found Mr, Pratt had fulfil- 
led his contract and awarded 
him damages, 

He then awarded 33,000 
to the school district for 
Mr, Pratt's negligence, say- 
ing that the architect had not 
made proper consultations 
before drawing up his first 
estimate, 

The district had sought 
$100,000 general damages, 
charging Mr, Pratt with 
breach of contract as well 
as negligence, 

The school district hired 
another architect to design 
the addition and it was built 
in 1967, 

Rostyk Sadownik, repre- 
senting Mr, Pratt, told the 
appellate division that there 
was ‘‘an unusual bidding cli- 
mate’’ in Edmonton at the 
time of his client’s esti- 
mates, 

He said that ‘‘prices could 
change overnight”’ and that 
Mr, Pratt had gone through 
hormal procedures before 
presenting his estimates to 
the school district, 

But Mr, Justice M, M, 
Porter, presiding, pointed 
to Mr, Justice Kirby’s re- 
marks in his judgment that 
Mr, Pratt, in drawing up 
his estimates, did not con- 
sult other architects, school 
boards, construction com- 
panies and thedepartment of 
education, 


Mr, Justice Porter said 
Mr, Pratt undertook to do the 
job and represented himself 
as being capable of doing it, 
He said an architect would be 
expected to deal with ‘‘the 
unusual climate,’’ 


William Stevenson, re- 
presenting the school dis- 
trict, had argued that the 
architect was negligent in 
his preparation of the esti- 
mates and that the district 
had derived no benefit from 
his work,

The main source of ine 
come in 1968 was taxes, 
which supplied $1,407,864, 95 
The town received $233, 
612,82 in grants and sub- 
sidies, $98,692.69 from the 
Homeowners Discount Act 
and $92,257.70 from service 
charges, which includes 
sewer, 

The miscellaneous col- 
umn showed 361,750.84, in- 
terest and tax penalties - 
$32,770.25, Rents, concess= 
fons and franchises 320,= 
363.29, fines $14,457, lic 
enses and permits $9,913.12 
and recreation and comme 
unity services $885.13, 

The top item on the ex» 
penditure st was the 
$774,133 doled out for edu- 
cation. Next was the total 
of $234,206.41 for debenture 
debt and temporary debt 
charges, 

Protection to persons and 
property, such as fire, 
police, pests, weeds and 
street lighting, ateup >161,+ 
203,79, and right behind 
were general administration 
expenses, $156,424.68, 

Other major expenditures 
were: public works, >81,- 
196,47; sanitation and waste 
removal, including sewer, 
$66,060.27; social welfare, 
$41,892.79; recreation and 
community services, 3119, 
382.96; contributions to cap» 
ital and loan fund, 354,512.- 
48; health, 31,037.07; proo 
vision for reserves, 334,- 
512,04, 

Joint or special expendi- 
tures, which Include hospit- 
alization on benefit plan and 
health unit requisition, came 
to $103,016.41, And the town 
had to pay to the ratepayers 
the $98,692.69 it received

83 on 
its waterworks operation as 
total revenue was $167,592, -

On Feb, 25 I received a 
copy of a letter mailed to 
the provincial treasurer 
from the Town ofSt, Albert, 
signed by Mayor R, M, Gibb- 
on, regarding utility income 
tax rebate, Through this cole 
umn I will endeavor to out- 
line the issue as I see it, 

Prior to the year 1966 the 
utility companies were 
charged income tax pursuant 
to an act of the Parliament 
of Canada, Our provincial 
government continually 
made representation to the 
federal government to re- 
bate this amount collected 
from the utility companies, 
as it appeared to be most 
unfair, 

It was outlined that pub- 
lic owned utilities were 
exempt, therefore privately 
owned utility companies 
such as Northwestern Utili- 
ties Ltd, and Calgary Power 
should not be discriminated 
against by this income tax, 

In 1966 the federal gove 
ernment amended its act, 
which paved the way for a 
rebate on a yearly basis, In 
the same year the Alberta 
Legislature introduced an 
act to provide for the dis- 
position of certain monies 
to gas and electric utility 
companies for the benefit 
of their customers, 

Let me quote Section 3 of 
the act, Subject to the regu- 
lations, the provincial trea- 
surer may make payments

Federal Medicare-Problem 


I am sorry that Govern- 
ment of Alberta not havethe 
Federal Medicare Plan to 
this time in our province, 

I see that other poor coun- 
tries have had general medi- 
care plan a long time ago. 
I understand that the private 
businesses have much power, 
but government should be 
concerned about the poor 
people too, 

In my opinion if the fed- 
eral government, having a 
substantial majority in pare 
liament, passes laws, then 
the provinces should respect 
them, Otherwise confidence 
is lost which leads to dis- 
organization, 

In the last year I wrote 
about this matter and now I 
repeat, that it would be very 
good if the federal medicare 
plan was put into all pro- 
vinces of Canada, 

Because this problem is 
very important for all Can- 
adian citizens, especially 
for the workers who have 
low wages and who can not 
have possibility on -a full 
hospital insurance,

Section 4 of the Act is 
also very important, The 
lieutenant-governor in 
council may make regula- 
tions: 

a) Designating the corp- 
orations that are utility 
companies for the purpose 
of the act; 

b) Prescribing the terms 
and conditions upon which 
payments may be made 
under Section 3 to utility 
companies; 

c) Prescribing any meth- 
od or formula for the equite 
able distribution of monies 
paid under Section 3; 

d) Providing for any mat~ 
ter or procedure to ensure 
that the customers of the 
utility companies received 
the benefit of the payments 
made under Section 3; 

e) Defining any express- 
ion for the purpose of this 
act; 

f) Providing for any other 
matter necessary to carry 
out the purpose of this act, 

I submit the act passed in 
1966 is very clear. The 
above mentioned rebate isto 
go to the consumers of the 
utilities and I believe it is 
our obligation and respon- 
sibility to see that they get 
it, It now appears there will 
be a discount by May or June 
of approximately one-tenth 
of the utility bills, 

Mayor Gibbon requests 
the provincial government 
rebate the tax directly to 
council, to be set up in ree 
serve for the specific pur-
